The inventive step of the application involves the fabrication of a physical replicated bite 
model from the bite registration impression. Although prior art discloses the use of 
negative image dental scans for the production of the corresponding positive dental 
appliances, the use of a negative dental image scan to produce a replicated negative 
dental appliance is not disclosed in the prior art.
